\s to electronic vibrations, the term of 1itselt does not mean 
much, and vet it 1s of tundamental importance. The electron 1s the 
fundamental particle of the phvsical plane as we know 1t, and the 
basic principle of all Substance seems to be vibration. Hence the 
term 1s an extremely general one, for when a hair waves in the 
wind it 1<' an electronic vibration, and when a piece of glass looks 
red 1t 1s due to electronic vibration.
